June was a relatively slower month then May. I actually had time 
to Listen te some programs in their entirety as I was dubbing. School 
ended for me on June 19th. This suamer I will be dividing my time between 
the tape recorder, the plano, and taking my children for ewimnming lessons. 
I have gotton some interesting response to last month's newsletter, nost 
of it favorable. I still need more information about yourselves, what 
you are doing, family, ete. Enclosed ie the first page of a rather Lengthy 
went list. I haven't seen any of these programs listed but perhaps you 
have. If you have the time to go through 1t and locate any of them it 
would be appreciated. 


“Rating crograms, «t best, is a difficult job. Each trader has 
their own way of rating programs. Often they uge techniques other braders 
use. The main problem is that a program thet ig very listenable to one 
person may not be to another. Often this ia due to a nore criticul ear 
or more sophisticated equioment. Some, lixe Roger Hill, give a very de~ 
tailed rating, noting ell the imperfections. Others like myself do not 
rate each program but de note serious imperfections. Most, I think fall 
in between, I'm going to review my rating procedures and alaco mention 
the different types of listening problems: 


If theke is no croblem mentioned next to one of my programs it 
means that it is very listenable and can be understood without strain, 
Some probleme I've found are noted below with abbreviations I use: 


È - basey; Often thia can be corrected when listening by giving 

it sore treble. If severe it is noted on my listing. 

m- muffled: When this occurs you ean't understand the program 

well at all no matter how you manioulate the tone 
control., This is noted. 

h - hum: If slight and doesn't interfere with the listening it 
is not noted. Otherwise it is. 

hi - hiss: Noted only if severe, 

f > fast: This can't be changed unless you have a variable speed 
recorder or devise some technique of changing the speed 
of your recorder. This is noted. 

a ~ slow: Same ag above. I've found this very ian in some 
of the Jack Benny Jello series of 1938. 

x talk ~ cross talk (background talx from poor erasure, interfer- 
enee from another station on rebroadcasts): Noted if very 
noticeable. 

sq - squeal or whistle: This happened to me when I first started 

adubbin: due to poor patchcord connections. This is noted. 
p-piercing (Tinny, raspy, harsh}: This is the type of sound that 
goes right through your skin, lize scratehing a black= 
board. This is noted. 

overnod-cvermodulated: When this happens your volume level dances 
all around and the sound is often distorted. Often a hum 
occurs, This is noted. 

op = opening: cl - closing: If they are missing it is usually noted. 

gud ~ muddled: Usually this occurs at the beginning of a program 

and if severe is noted. 

ri = volume: If very soft it is noted. 


Fluctuation: If the vol Zuctuates noticeable it is noted 
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ger ~ seratohy: This is noted when ib seriously diatraets from 
the sound. 
Scns = surface noise; Noted when severe. 
wand fl = wow and flutter: When this is very severe espesially 
in usisati parts it is noted. 
är = dropout: When geome frequensies or sound ls missing and ls se~ 
Vere ib ls noted. This sesiebimes ossure when a prow 
van Has made the vounda of many tepe resorders and 
some have poor heads. 


HELPFUL HINTS: When I started dubbing in January L knew Just avout 
nothing about dubbing, Listing programs, rating programs, mailing, and so 
on, ve pieked uo pany hints from many of you and have developed some of 
ay own. If you have any more let ae know. Speed and effbviensy as weli 
ag good quality is essential in $his hobby: 


LISTENING AND LISTING; As I mentioned once before I spot chee. 
all orograms before listing them. As I listen to them I record the esien= 
tial information in a notebook arranged alvwhabetically by first Letter only. 
T note the reading on the tape counter at beginning and ends of prograns: 
and put the numbers on the eards in the tape box. I number the boxes and 
sards and record this; foting who sent each box for future reference. 


People list their programs different ways. “ome do it by reel and 
gome alphabetically like myself. Sonme do it by type of program. Sore 
Lists are extremely detailed sugeh as the ones made by Chuck Schaden and Harry 
Sova. Others are fairly detailed like mine. Others give just the program. 
On my listing I note number of program, title, deseription (includirg guests, 
date, etc,), product, network, time and day program was on, length of time 
of program (2? min. programs are listed 25 min., 28 min. programs ave 
Listed 30, etc.), and reel number. Some probleas in listing descriplions 
ig that some programs have no titles end the trader makes his own o:scrip~ 
tion. Because this ean vary gor the game program duplieations arise, one 
difficult programs to deseribe are Our niss Brooks, “angbusters, Fibber mMe= 
Gee, Gunsmoke. Besause most vrograms fail short of 30 minutes, espec= 
Lally if commercials are deleted, it is often wise to inelude sore pro~ 
grams than you want (7 hours for a 6 hour order). In this way some 15 min» 
ute programa ean be useg as fillers. Most traders try to fill yr the tape. 
On bund vrograms and quiz orograms, etc. I list the first song, joke to helo 
identify the orogram. I also separate programs about radio (LP'S, TV, ete.) 
from my regular list in nost eases. I note in ay listings if a program is 
from a'commercial diso if I know it is. Also if it is tape directly foom 
a diac I note it. A C) notes & rogram that has gone through f or lesas 
tape recorders. This is ‘difficult te know unless the Listing you are 
ordering from makes some mote of this. I always have a correction section 
in meach supplement. Whileé.this is bothersome it contains changes in ratings, 
more information about a program, wrong info, ete. 


` DUBBING AND MAKING OUT CARDS: Dubbing all the programs wanted that 
are on the same reel saves time, S:ve 15 minute programs as fillere. Put 
essential information on the card. I use large file cards and put the nua~ 
ber, time, and inportant info. I will be putting more information on now 
because I realize gome of ycu use this information to prepare your Lists. 
ås I dub programs I note them in another notebook so I'll have lesg chance 
of sending the same progres twice. I also cross out the program on the 
want ligt. I also note fillers sent. I also checz the program sent on 

my own Lis an idea of those programs that are requested more than

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ODDS AND ENDS: Let me know if there are particular favorites 
you are Looking for and I will mention it or direct you to people who 
have them.

Timing programa if you just spot check them san be plain guesswork, it 
you want to take the time, run a 1200, 1800, and 2400 foot tape (if you uae 
them all) through at 74, naking note of the reading on the tape counter 
every 2¢ minutes (this will be 5 minutes at 3 3/4). If your tape counter 
is working accurately, after a chart is made, note the tape counter reaiings 
at the beginning and end of every program and you can sagily figure the time,
